John Lewis Gives No Reason for 
Quitting Post With American 
Federation of Labor. 


CONTROVERSY OVER 
WORKERS CONTINUES 


Washington, Nov. 23 (#>)—The 
bitter American Federation of 
Labor fight between craft and 
industrial unionists took a new 
turn today with the resignation 
of John L. Lewis as a federation 
vice president. 
Although he gave no reason 
for the resignation, Lewis has 
been at odds with most members 
of the federation executive coun­ 
cil on whether mass production 
workers should be organized by 
industry or by craft. 
Lewis has contended the only 
hope for labor in the mass prod­ 
uction industries such as steel 
and automobile lay in organiza­ 
tion into unions built along the 
lines of the 
industries them­ 
selves. At every turn, the execu­ 
tive council in recent years has 
opposed Lewis’ moves.

Bell expressed his views in an 
interview at the offices of the

Cyanimid 
Company, 
which he heads. 
“I ’m a ran amateur in poli­ 
tics,” he said, “but I ’m pretty 
much disturbed by the condition 
of the country. Something must 
be done to straighten out the 
nation. 
“Business men and others as 
well are deeply dismayed by the 
administration’s failure to bal­ 
ance the budget and the terrific 
bills that it’s running up.”

by Hanry P. Fletcher, chairman 
of the Republican National Com­ 
mittee, Bell averred tha t “there’s 
not a single politician in the 
crowd.”

The tabulation shows tha t the 
New Deal popularity has de­ 
clined in Kansas since 1934 to 
44.67 per cent in the current 
Poll.

Now tha t the government is ap­ 
plying financial pressure on the 
merchant marine to prevent ex­ 
port of the sinews of war to Italy 
and Ethiopia, speculation arose 
today as to the next step in the 
neutrality policy. 
This question was asked, with­ 
out any official answer: 
Will the administration clamp 
pressure on other forms of busi­ 
ness it aids financially, such as 
banks and railroads? 
Such a step, it was said, would 
involve difficulties. For example, 
it would be hard to determine 
whether goods in transit on an 
American railroad were distined 
for warring countries. 
"Whether there would be de­ 
mands in congress for a broader 
embargo was a question prompt­ 
ed by the administration’s lack 
of success so far in cutting off 
exports through “moral pres­ 
sure.” The present embargo ap­ 
plies only to arms and muni­ 
tions. 
Official figures showed tha t 
exports to Italy amounted to $6,- 
821,366 in October as compared 
to 
$4,795,887 
'in 
September. 
(American trade with Ethiopia 
is negligible.) 
The 
shipping 
board 
bureau 
disclosed it had sent warning 
letters to ship lines indebted to 
it, reminding them tha t sales of 
war materials to belligerents is 
contrary to the neutrality policy. 
(This policy, as outlined by offi­ 
cials is to steer clear of entan­ 
glement in foreign war and to do 
anything considered proper to 
encourage peace.) 
The letter was interpreted as 
an implied threat to cut off fur­ 
ther aid to lines which already 
owe the government millions on 
loans made for the purchase or 
construction of ships.

Hilo, Hawaii, Nov 23 (ZP)— M au­ 
n a Loa sp ewed fiery lava with 
undim inished 
fury 
today , 
a t­ 
tracting throngs of sightseers by 
its sp ectacular erup tion. 
Five blazing rivers of lava 
crawled down the slop es of the 
volcano. One mile-wide stream 
extended 
13 
miles down 
the 
north side to w ithin 25 miles of 
Hilo. Its fu tu re course dep ended 
up on the degree of activity w ith­ 
in the crater, but there was little 
fear it would reach the city , 
largest on the island. 
However, should the lava ap ­ 
p roach too close, Dr. Thomas A. 
Jaggar, governm ent volcanolo­ 
gist, was p rep ared to divert its 
flow by blasting. 
Parties came from Honolulu, 
on the neighboring island of 
Oahu, by airp lane and steam er, 
with 
“m attress 
sp ace 
only ” 
available on the boats and p ass­ 
engers sleep ing on deck. 
The molten lava threatened a 
desolate country between two big 
ranches. Nothing could y et be 
told as to its final course, bu t 
there was no im m ediate th reat 
to the Humuula sheep station 
nor to im p ortant trails. 


W ashington CP) — ^ast as the 
navy was offering the biological 
survey a seap lane to .save the 
lives of the 10,000 geese seem­ 
ingly cau ght in a death trap 
above .Niagara Falls, the geese 
p ulled out for the south. 
“Well, th a t’s the goose of it,” 
commented Dr. .W. B. Bell, chief 
of wild life research. 
Bell and his staff evidefitly 
knew their geese too well to get 
as excited as the crowds which 
watched the flock riding p re­ 
cariously above the falls in the 
Niagara river. 
“I t’s ju st an old goose habit,” 
Bell p rotested even as he talked 
of using the navy ’s seap lane. 
“They alway s ride the cu rrent of 
a river when they w ant to rest 
on migrations. They rest as they 
ride, and they feel safer on wa­ 
ter because they know th a t land 
is infested with two-legged en­ 
emies carry ing guns.” 
A m igratory flock usually will 
choose a safer river and the p u b­ 
lic hears nothing abou t it. 
For 
a hu ndred y ears, however, birds 
have been known to ride the 
Niagara 
rive to death 
in the 
falls. But in such instances there 
usually have been only a h and­ 
ful of birds and they have a t­ 
tracted little or no attention. 
There is a comp arable, bu t less 
dangerous, scene enacted occa­ 
sionally in the St. Lawrence riv­ 
er above Montreal, say s H. C. 
Oberholser, exp ert on bird m i­ 
grations. 
The birds float downstream 
u ntil they ap p roach the bridge 
a t Montreal. Then they seem to 
become frightened, rising from 
the w ater and fly ing back u p ­ 
stream to rep eat the ride. 
The one disturbing elem ent in 
the rep orts reaching the biolog­ 
ical survey about the birds a t 
Niagara was the fact they seem­ 
ingly had not eaten the first day 
of their ride above the falls. And 
geese, say wild-life men, are 
modest enough to w ant only one 
meal a day , but they should 
have that.

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THE IMPORTANCE OF SCALES 
Nearly everything we bu y to wear or eat goes 
throu gh a process of weighing a t some time or 
other, and scales play an im p ortant p art in ou r 
daily life. There are big scales and little scales, 
and scales for every conceivable pu rpose. 
The operation of weighing is introdu ced to u s 
a t birth. 
Prou d p arents m u st k now how many 
pou nds and ou nces the new born babe weighs, 
and from then on ou t the vision of scales stands 
ou t on every hand in life. 
Scales have weighed ou t the milk we had for 
break fast this morning, and the cereal, the 
su gar, the coffee, the salt — even the eggs, when 
eggs are sold at wholesale. 
Meats, vegetables, 
ice cream, fish, candy, abou t every food there is 
we bu y or sell by the pou nd; abou t every drink , 
too. 
Is tha t su rprising? 
W ait and see. 
The average American ru ral family eats 9 ,571 
pou nds of food annu ally. T hat is ju st u nder five 
tons. Qu ite a lot of weighing in that; bu t seal es 
do it all. 
As the symbol of ju stice, the scale is almost as 
old as ju stice itself — as old as the dealings be­ 
tween m an and man. Abraham paid the sons of 
He th 400 shek els. The Romans gave their name 
to the Roman steel yard, which is the same in­ 
stru m ent u sed today on farms. 
In 189 3, the national government fu rnished 
each state in the u nion with official, standard 
sets of weights. That was the beginning of the 
attem p t to enforce correct weights. 
Up till the last centu ry, the balance type of 
scales was the only k ind k nown. Then the spring 
scales appeared, and is widely u sed today for 
general pu rposes. 
Iii the most scientific and 
delicate weighing, however, it is not u sed, be­ 
cau se of atmospheric and other variations in the 
springs, which, as is tru e of all springs, work s 
on the principle of distortion of metal. The most 
ex act scale is the little balance, seen in labora­ 
tories and dru g stores. This is the type which is 
as old as the ju stice it typifies. The more mod­ 
ern version is the pendu lu m scale, which u tilizes 
hanging weights on the balance principle.

they were getting valu e received. 
“Tru st men and they will be tru e to you ; treat 
them greatly and they will show themselves 
great.” 
Thu s wrote Emerson, the great essayist, many 
years ago, and life hasn’t changed mu ch since 
then. 
No commu nity can bu ild for a greater 
and larger fu tu re if distru st is the ru ling ele­ 
m ent in the commu nity. 
We m u st have fatih 
in one another — a faith, a confidence tha t is 
su bstantial enou gh to stand a hard jolt now and 
then and still be strong. 
If you find evidence of something tha t shak es 
you r confidence, don’t conclu de tha t this is the 
predom inating sp irit of the commu nity. 
Ju st 
look abou t you and you will be able to find ample I 
reason for you r confidence to be strengthened 
I 
and restored.

2. That the univ erse was orig­ 
inally formed by the gradual in­ 
tegration of matter. 
The 
two 
nebular 
masses 
thrown off by Nov a Hercules 
were only a small part of the 
! original star, but spectograph 
studies show it was their light, 
not 
tha t of 
the 
star, 
which 
pushed the Nov a from a mere 
speck on astronomical maps to 
a body of the first magnitude. 
As the gas clouds mov e far- 
] ther and farther apart and sca t- 
! ter their particles through space, 
the star will become dimmer and 
finally return to its normal dull­ 
ness, Dr. Struv e said. 
This lessening of brilliance is 
already under way , the Nov a 
hav ing dropped to the sev enth 
magnitude, two and a ha lf times 
fainter than the human ey e can 
see. 
Because Nov a Hercules is 1.200 
light y ears (about 7 ,038 .8 35,200.- 
000,000 miles) away , Dr. Struv e 
said the mov ement of the neb­ 
ular clouds can be observ ed on 
only the world’s biggest tele­ 
scopes, of which the Yerkes’ in ­ 
strument is one.
